Points on Potato 


Buying Are Given 


Irish potato growers are now ready 


to buy their seed potatoes and should 
consider two important points in buy- 
ing their seed, 


In the first place it is important 


that northern-grown certified seed 
be used. In the second place is it im- 
portant that only officially certified 
seed be used. 


Our Agricultural Experiment Sta- 


tion has found that the potatoes that 
do best in Arkansas come from North- 
west Nebraska and the Red River 
valley areas of Minneasota and North 
Dokota. 


It is customary for the Arkansas 


Plant Board to label stale certified 
seed with a blue lag which gives the 
quality of the seed. Seed lhal do not 
have the Arkansas Plant Board blue 
lag but instead have labels with some 
of the following misleading terms as 
"field certified seed", "I certify these 
seed to e good," "carefully selected", 
and the like, should be avoided.

Seed Growers' Association will be 
held al Ihe Marion hotel in Little 
Rock Thursday, February 2.

Warning is given all employers thai 


Iheir 2.7% tax on payroll for the last 
quarter of 1938 must be paid to the 
Arkansas Unemployment Compcnsa- 
Jon fund by January 30 if they expect 
o obtain credit for this when sellling 
f.or the federal unemployment tax. 


The unemployment sccton of the fed- 


eral Social Security law provides that 
90% of the tax shall to the stale and 
10% to the' federal government—but, 
n actual praclice, if the taxpayer 
lasn't paid his state tax by the time 
he federal tax is due he owes practi- 
cally the full amount to both the state 
and federal governments. 


How the Tax Works 


Assuming that the employer has a 


lotal quarterly payroll of ?1,000.00, on 
which there is an unemployment tax 
of 3%, lie has been paying the stale 
quarlely 90% of Ihe tax, or 2.7%, or 
-27.00. 


He .must pay the $27.00 due the state 
'und for Ihe last three months of 1938 
jy January 30, because on January 31 
ie must pay the federal governmbnt 
lor the whole year. 
If he has paid the stale'-all his quar- 
:erly taxes on time he will owe the 
federal government only .3% on his, 
full 54,000,yearly payroll or $12.00^ -A 
//But if,he misses the January30th 
deadline' on the'slalei: tKe' federal"gov^ 
erhment will consider that the whole 
3% on the ?1,000 payroll of the final 
q-uarler Of 1938 is owed to it, and the 
state will also seek to collect the 2.7% 
tax as being delinquent. 


Aclkns' Statement 


Homer M. Adkins, collector of inter- 


nal revenu,e, has issued the following 
warning for the federal government: 


"Your attention is called to the in- 


structions on Form 940 relating to the 
credit allowable for contribulions made 
to the Stale Unemployment! Fund The 
instructions specifically state 'A tolal 
credit allowed to any taxpayer for such 
contributions shall not any case ex- 
ceed 90% of Ihe lax agansl whch credil 
is applied. The 
conlribution must 


have been actually paid into the State 
Unemployment Fund before the date 
on which this return is required to be 
filed.1 


"The law fixes the time for filing 


Forms 940 for 1938 as January 31st 1939. 
It i stherefore apparent that any pay- 
ment made to the State Unemployment 
Fund on January 31st or thereafter is 
not subject to Ihc allowable credit. 


"If you desire the benefit of the 


credit it is highly importanl that you 
pay your tax to the State Unemploy- 
ment Fund on or before January 30, 
1939. 
If you wait until January 31st 


or thereafter the Bureau cannot allow 
you this credit. Claims are being con- 
slanlly rejected on this account. It 
cannot put loo much emphasis on this 
one question. If you do not pay your 
lax due the State Unemplyoment Fund 
on or before January 30th the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue is without 
authoril ylo allow you the credit. I 
trust you will take advantage of this 
information.

In the Woodlands

structors. He planted trees, dug ditches, 
built trails and stone houses in state 
parks, fought forest fires, built lookout 
towers, and gained eight pounds. 


He worked eight hours a day, Mon- 


day through Friday, Most of his work 
was supervised by experts from the 
Interior and Agriculture departments. 
Instructors and administrators includ- 
ed men from the regular army, govern- 
ment experts of all kinds, National 
Youth Administration teachers and lo- 
cal teachers who lived in the vicinity 
of tile camp. 


Ten hours of each week was spent 


in vocational education or vocational 
examinations in an effort to help Hype 
discover what he wanted to do or what 
lie was fitted to do.

body may affect the arthritis.

Thus the 
physician will want to make the 
most extensive study of all the con- 
ditions affecting the' patient's1 life in 
relationship "to the control of the art- 
hritis. 


Investigators have discovered that 


great numbers of women develop 
disturbances of the points between 
the agese of 40 and 60. The conditions 
seem to occur more frequently in wo- 
men than in men of a similar age. 


In Great Britain an investigation 


of 1000 women, at the period \in life 
when a woman's ability to have 
children disappears, revealed tbat 23.7 
pel cent of the patients had rheumatic 
pains.''

During the age 'period between 37 


and 54,. five times as many women as 
men suffer from arthritis. Such ob- 
servations as this have led to extens- 
ive studies of the situation and to a 
development of the term menopausal 
arthritis as a classification of this part- 
icular .type. 


In Massachuetts investigators 
ex- 


amined 71 women who developed art- 
hritis or pains in the joints follow- 
ing removal of the female sex glands. 
It was found that the administering 
of substances to replace the-secretions 
of these 'glands • resulted- in 70 per 
cent improvement. 


There were 18 cases of true art- 


hritis not definitely associated with 
the elimination of the sex secreation. 
Some of these patients were also 
aided but not to as great an extent. 
There seamed to be good evidence that 
removal of the secreation coming from 
the female sex glands may result 
in various disturbances of the points

Again a second time came the quest- 


ion to Peter with the. same reply, 
and yet a third, time; for Peter had 
denied his Lord three times. Fol- 
lowing this threefold acknowedgment 
and the admonition to feed the lambs 
and the sheep, there came prophetic 
words telling how Peter- would also 
suffer for his Lord. 


How diferent from the da ywhen 


Peter had left his nets with a vision 
of a delivered Israel and of a new 
kingdom in which he would occupy 
a place of power and influence! The 
dreams of ambition and power were 
gone, but now as then, the word o£ 
Jesus was "Follow Me"—and Peter fol- 
lowed with the assuarnce that the way 
he was following was the way of 
the Cross, and the way of ministry 
in suffering and in sacrifice.

Dean Gray Resigns 


at Farm College 


Head of Extension Service 


Is Reported Quitting 


July 1 


LITTLE ROCK - Dan T. Gray, 


dean of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture and director of 
the Argicultural 
Extension 
Service 


since January, 1924, has submitted his 
resignation, it was learned Thursday. 


Dr. J. C. Futrall, president of the 


.University, who was here last night, 
vsaid "I have no information to give 
but" when asked about the'reported 
rcsignalion. 


Governor Bailey said Dean Gray's 


resignation had not come lo his desk. 
He added that the usual procedure 
would be for the agriculture dean to 
submit his resignation to the president 
of the University. 


Efforts to locate Dean Gray were 


unsuccessful. At Fayettevillc it was 
said that he was out of town for the 
day. His assistant, J. V. Highfill, said 
at Fayettevillc that he knew nothing 
about the reported resignation. 


Cause of the dean's action was not 


learned definitely although it was re- 
ported authortatively lhat Dean Gray 
had differed with certain other exe- 
culies about administration of the 
Agricultural Adjustment' Administra- 
tion program. The Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service has a co-operative 
working agreement with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in administering 
the AAA program. 


Reports of differences over Ihe AAA 


program circulated several months 
ago when R. E. Short of Brinkley, and 
Harold Young of Galloway, Pulaski 
county, resigned from the state Cot- 
rton Conservation 
Committee. 
Mr. 


Short is president, and Mr. Young, 
vice president, of the powerful Ark- 
ansas Farm Bureau. Both are staunch 
supporters of the New Deal farm pro- 
gram and both have received many 
honors from highest officials of the 
AAA. 
their resignations virtually were for- 
ced by Dean Gray and there were 
many surmises at that time that the 
dean's attitude would do him no good 
in Washington. 


Other reports were that the resigna- 


tion was influenced by action of the 
General Assembly in increasing mem- 
bership of the University of Arkansas 
Board of Trustees from nine to 12.
